A warrant charging burglary 
and larceny was issued today by 
the circuit .attorney’s office 
against Patrolman Edward F.

De Filippo’s Statement. 


In his statement, DeFilippo 


| said Mueller came to his tavern,

Patrolman Mueller was quoted 
as observing it would be “easy to 
make the safe,” and that he

burglary, De Filippo related. 

Mueller appeared at DeFilip- 
po’s apartment, above the tavern, 
at 11 p.m., June 24, and the pair 
‘drove to the rear of the theater 
|in Mueller’s automobile, DeFilip- 
-po’s statement continued. They 
wore cover-alls, and carried a 
sledge hammer, crowbar, steel 
punches and flashlights. 

After forcing ‘a side door of 
the theater, DeFilippo said he 
and Mueller rolled the safe down 
an aisle to a point near the 
stage, “where we took turns 
pounding on the combination for 
half an hour.” When the safe 
door came open, a tear gas charge 
was released, forcing the burglars 
to retreat to another section of 
the building, DeFilippo said.

In its national convention call, 
the Republican national commit- 
tee allotted 26 delegates to Mis- 
souri, 22 to be selected on the 
basis of 11 congressional districts 
and four at large. Most party 
leaders, however, favor election 
of two delegates from each of the 
13 old congressional districts, to 
avoid having all national conven- 
tion delegates from Missouri 
elected at large at the state Re- 
publican convention this spring. 

Interest in Presidency. 

Interest among the visiting 
Republicans centered largely on 
the presidential race rather on 
state campaigns.

Abcesses developed, so she 
sterilized a safety razor blade, 
lanced the gums and worked out 
the bits of bone she said were 
causing the trouble. The surgery 
healed, but aches developed in 
other teeth so she decided all 
must go. She resurrected an old 
pair of forceps her grandfather 
owned—"“teeth pliers,” she called 
them—and went to work. 


“The eye teeth were the worst,” 
Mrs. Napier said. It took two days 
cf tugging whenever she could 
stand it to get one of them out. 
Her technique improved with ex- 
perience, however, and on her 
best day she removed five.

North Korean’s Views. 

North Korean Gen. Nam I], in 
submitting the new draft, said it 
did not commit the later confer- 
ence to anything not mutually 
agreeable. But he said it was 
“a matter of certainty” that other 
questions “which are directly re- 
lated to peace in Korea would be 
touched upon.” 

Nam said the new draft was 
submitted to prevent “continued 
haggling.” 

Joy asked for an adjournment 
until 10 a.m. tomorrow (7 o’clock 
tonight St. Louis time) to study 
the new proposal. 

Col. Don Darrow, a U.N. staff 
officer, said the Reds made it 
clear they would accept the Allied 
nominations of Switzerland, Nor- 
way and Sweden to help police 
a truce if the U.N. command 
would accept the three Red nomi- 
nations. 

Both sides agreed earlier that 
countries which have not partici- 
pated in the Korean war are eligi- 
ble for the inspection teams. The 
nominated nations, however, must 
be approved by both sides. 

Brig. Gen. Wiilliam P. Nuckols, 
‘official U.N. spokesman, said 
there was nothing in the agree- 
ment that compelled the U.N. 
command to say why it opposed 
Russia. 

He added, however, that_ this 
did not mean the Allies would 
refuse to give their reason or 
reasons. 

Stalling Laid to Moscow. 

An official U.N. command 
broadcast beamed to Korea from 
Tokyo declared Saturday that the 
Reds will quit stalling at Pan- 
munjom “when Moscow feels it 
can gain nothing further by pro- 
longing the Korean talks.” 
“When the Reds want progress, 
they give a little. And when they 
want to stall the talks, they mere- 
ly insist on talking,” the Voice of 
the U.N. Command broadcast de- 
clared. “It is their tendency to 
do the latter that has kept the 
talks—and the war-—going for so 


long. 

“When the decision is made in 
Moscow, the armistice will be re- 
solved without much delay, one 
way or another. And Moscow now 
is at a point where it must make 
that much-postponed choice.” 

The staff officers continued 
their fruitless debate on the num-.

Funeral Procession. 


By REBECCA WEST

WINDSOR, Feb. 16 — The 
morning of the King’s funeral 
was gently gray. There was a 
light fog on the lowlands around 
Windsor and the sky was veiled. 
The weather has been so ba 
lately that there are gray sea 
gulls in every field. The great 
walls and round tower of Wind- 
sor Castle were dark shapes 
through the mist, and indeed they 
are built of a stone which is cold- 
ly gray. But within the castle 
winter seemed to have gone, for 
there were flowers everywhere, 
flowers sent to King George. 
They lined the steps up to St. 
George’s Chapel, they lay on the 
grass under the walls, they were 
piled up in the cloisters, they 
filled archways and arcades. Many 
of them were very elaborate. 
But many of them consisted of 
only three or four tulips or a 
bunch of snowdrops. 


That will make some of us think 
of King George’s death as the 
time of the little flowers. They 
gradually made their appearance 
—the little flowers—during the 
lying in state, which oddly enough 
became a much bigger thing as it 
went on. 
More and More Join Line. 


Many simple men and women 
not given to moving much out of 
their routine have said to them- 
selves, “It seems a good thing to 
go and pay our respect tp the 
King. If other people are pre- 
pared to wait two or three or 
four hours, so can we.” So more 
and more joined the line at West- 
minster Hall until it became 
something prodigious and vastly 
outside the ordinary phenomena | 
of human life. It seemed as if 
two Fivers were flowing side by 
side: One, the Thames on its way 
to the sea, the other the line of 
men and women. 

As this river began to grow 
larger there was this queer busi- 
ness of the flowers. It was not 
explicitly stated that there might 
not be any flowers left beside 
the catafalque, that there were to 
be no wreaths in Westminster 
Hall except those coming from 
the royal family, but obviously it 
would have to be forbidden if 
people started to bring in big} 
bunches .of flowers and wreaths 
of their own.

flowers. They brought little | 
bunches of snowdrops and vio- 
lets and straight slim tulips and 
narcissi, hidden under their coats 
and dropped them on the floor 
as they were passing.

The Crown Appears. 


At last the sounds came nearer.

CORPORATION DIVIDENDS HIT 
RECORD $8,053,000,000 IN’S! 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP)— 
Corporations paid a record $8,- 


053,000,000 in reported cash divi- 


dends for 1951, the Department 
of Commerce said yesterday. This 
was 2 per cent above the 19 
total, the previous high. 

Payments for the last month of 
1951, however, took a sharp drop 
from the levels of one year ago. 
December dividends amounted to 
$1,805,000,000—16 per cent under 
dividends in December 1950 but 
still the second heaviest dividend 
month on record. 

The survey, by the Office of 
Business Economics, covers only 
publicly reported dividends, usu- 
ally about two-thirds of all divi- 
dends. Some corporations are 
not required to report their divi- 
dend payments. 

The sudden decline in Decem- 
ber was attributed to a lower vol- 
ume of special year-end dividenas. 
Through November, total pay- 
ments in 1951 had climbed 8 per 
cent above those of 1950. 


NEW RUMORS THAT CHURCHILL 
IS SERIOUSLY ILL ARE DENIED 


LONDON, Feb. 16 (AP)—For

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10 EGYPT'S TRAINS 


Retaliation for Wreck- 
ing of Oil Carrier by 
Terrorists. 


BRITISH HEADQUARTERS, 
Suez Canal Zone, Feb. 16 (UP) 


Chan- | —The British barred all Egyptian 


food and oil trains from pass- 
ing through the Suez Canal zone 
today in retaliation for the min- 
ing of a British oil train last 
night. 

A spokesman for Lt. Gen. Sir 
George Erskine, British com- 
mander of the zone, said the bar 
would continue in force until 
Egyptian railway crews clear 
wreckage of the mined train from 
the Port Said-Ismailia line and 
all British railway traffic delays 
have been made up. 

The British barred all pas- 
senger traffic more than five 
months ago. 

The attack last night was the 
first major anti-British incident 
in Egypt ce mobs sacked and 
burned tish and American 
buildings in Cairo last Jan. 25. 

British authorities said 
Egyptian terrorists had placed 
two powerful mines on the track. 
The first derailed the locomotive 
and tender of the oil train and 
the second wrecked the first six 
tank cars. 

In Cairo, meanwhile, the gov- 
ernment accused Britain of set- 
ting the stage for the wild rioting 
three weeks ago but deplored the 
resulting loss of British lives and 
property damage. The note re- 
jected a British charge of “offi- 
cial connivance” in the riots. 
Nine British nationals were among 
the 67 killed in violence that de- 
stroyed British and other foreign 
property in the Egyptian capital. 

The Egyptian note said the anti- 
British disorders were provoked 
by British military action in the 
Suez Canal Zone where 46 Egyp- 
tian auxiliary police were killed, 
72 injured and hundreds taken 
prisoner the day before the fire 
riots. 

(In London, diplomatic officials 
disclosed that Britain is consider- 
ing recognizing Egypt’s King 
Farouk I as regent or king of the 
Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. Such 
status would last only until the 
Sudanese people get a chance to 
settle their own future, they said.) 


REPORTS REDS TRAIN 
30,000 GREEKS FOR 
ATTACK ON GREECE 


ATHENS, Feb. 16 (AP) — A 
ranking Greek police officer says 
about 30,000 Greeks are being 
trained in. neighboring Commu- 
hist countries for a Red attack on 
Greece. 

The officer, Teodore Rakintzis, 
Was a government witness against 
29 persons put on trial yesterday 
for spying for the Communists. 

He testified that the defend- 
ants, who include prominent 
Communist leaders, were tied in 
with a giant spy ring financed by 
Russia and in radio contact with 
menacing Red forces in surround- 
ing countries.

“The police chief cannot have 
the respect of his men or have 
them carry out his orders if he 
has no voice in transfers, promo- 
tions, demotions or other admin- 
istrative changes in the Police 
Department,” Roberts said. 

“If the men regard their chief 
as a puppet who simply responds 
to the pulling of strings, it is im- 
possible for them to have high 
morale themselves. 

“The chief of police of this de- 
partment is not an errand boy and 
he must not be so regarded.” 

The board president’s remark 
drew applause from numerous 
knots of persons gathered around 
television sets in homes, taverns 
and other business establishments 
throughout the city. 

Roberts added: “If this Police 
Board or members of this board 
continue to whittle down or take 
away the authority of the chief, 
thereby assuming the responsibil- 
ity of his office, we shall soon 
have a highly demoralized Po- 
lice Department and one in which | 
the people have no confidence 
and their persons and property 
will be very insecure.

ST. LOUIS PILOT KILLED 
IN CRASH IN HANA 


Capt. Robert E. Lynn Loses 
Life When C-47 Hits 
Slope of Volcano. 


Air Force Capt. Robert E. Lynn 
of St. Louis was one of two flyers 
killed when their C-47 transport 
airplane crashed Wednesday night 
on the slopes of Hawaii's Mauna 
Kea volcano, it was learned to- 
day. 

Capt. Lynn, 29 years old, was 
listed as the plane's pilot. His co- 
pilot, Capt. Richard H. Wright Jr., 
of Duncan, Okla., also died in the 
crash, Hickam Field officials said. 

Capt. Lynn’s wife and three 
daughters live in Honolulu. He is 
the son of Mrs. Clarence Allen, 
1414 California avenue, whose 
only other son, Marine Pfc. Wil- 
liam Lynn; was killed in action in 
the Southwest Pacific in 1944. 


In World War II, Capt. Lynn, 
when a Liberator bomber pilot, 
parachuted into the Danube river 
when his plane was shot down 
on a mission to the Romanian 
oil fields. He was released from 
a prison camp after Romania 
made peace with the Allies, was 
evacuated to Italy late in 1944 
and sent home for a 30-day leave. 

He received the Distinguished 
Flying Cross, the Air Medal with 
two oak leaf clusters, and’ the 
Purple Heart. He was born at 
Gideon, Mo.

COURT RULES CHICAGO SUN 
DID NOT LIBEL SEWELL AVERY 


CHICAGO, Feb. 16 (AP)—Fed- 
eral Judge Walter J. La Buy 
ruled yesterday that an article 
concerning Sewell L. Avery in the 
Chicago Sun was not libelous. 

Avery, board chairman of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co., filed a $1,- 
000,000 suit May 18, 1944, against 
Marshall Field, publisher of the 
Sun, now the Sun-Times. 

Avery claimed he was libeled in 
copy written by two men then in 
the Sun’s Washington bureau, 
Thomas F. Reynolds and Charles 
0. Gridley. The article stemmed 
from the seizure of Montgomery 
Ward plants in Chicago in the 
midst of a labor dispute. The 
Federal Government took control 
of the plants April 26, 1944, and 
returned them to company con- 
trol May 9, 1944. ‘The article 
was printed May 15, 1944.

It stated that, if the orig- 
inal complaint is not amended to 
show specific damages, the court 
will accept a motion to dismiss 
the suit.

Congress Did Not Fail 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In a recent letter, a writer repeated 
a widely circulated error when he said, 
“The greatest obstructionist Congress 
was the Democratic one of 1931-32. It 
fought every proposal of Mr. Hoover 
at a time when the country stepped 
into a disastrous depression.” 


That statement has been repeated so 
often that many uninformed people be- 
lieve it to be true. But that Con- 
gress complied with every request of 
the President and passed other helpful 
laws which Mr. Hoover signed and ap- 
proved. among them the emergency 
Bankruptcy Act. Although the “Old 
Guard” usually pins that on F.D.R., the 
last official act of Mr. Hoover was his 
approval of that law at 11:59 a.m., on 
Marck. 4, 1933, just one minute before 
his term expired. |

Whether Mr. Hoover was responsible 
for the “Panic ‘of '29,” in whole or in 
part, is a matter upon which honest 
men and women may well differ. It is 
not necessary to depict him as a vil- 
lain because his policies failed, or to 
manufacture an alibi for him at the ex- 
pense of historic facts. 


The panic had been in full force for 
more than two years before the 1931- 
32 Congress met. 


The first step in Mr. Hoover's re- 
covery program was the announcement 
of a moratorium on the war debts of 
our allies in World War I; he did_so 
only after conferring with the leaders 
of both major parties. But this action 
had no discernible effect upon economic 
conditions. 


The second and most important step 
in the Hoover program was his request 
for the creation of ‘the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. Although many 
uninformed people cling to the idea 
that the RFC was a Roosevelt inven- 
tion, the truth is that the so-called “ob- 
structionist Congress” gave Mr. Hoover 
exactly the kind of RFC he asked. 


‘The third step in the Hoover pro- 
gram was his request for the establish- 
ment of more Home, Loan Banks and 
an increase in their capital. It met with 
immediate approval by both the Senate 
and House.

The laws were good so far as they 
went, but they did not solve the prob- 
lem of “foreclosure” or tackle the 
problem of unemployment or greater 
buying power. 

In only one instance did Congress 
fail to approve a Hoover recommenda- 
tion in the form asked, and that was 
for a Public Works Administration. Hor- 
ror of Horrors! The purpose of the new 
agency was to take charge of an ex- 
panded public building program in or- 
der to stimulate employment. How- 
ever, Congress did give him the in- 
creased appropriations for public works, 
as requested, through existing agencies 
which were already equipped for such 
purpose. 

Not a single material request by Mr. 
Hoover was denied by the 1931-32 Con- 
gress.

Allaying Japanese Fears 

In preparation for the formal end of our oc- 
cupation of Japan, Gen. Ridgway is moving to 
divest the Army of some of its non-military re- 
sponsibilities toward Allied civilians. Thus, with- 
in two months, the Army will discoritinue sup- 
plying office space, billets and other services to 
the civilians. 

This should produce two worthwhile effects: 
Elimination of some of the privileges enjoyed 
by the Allied civilian groups, and a reduction 
in the Army “overhead” required to furnish the 
services. These aims are part of the overall plan 
to allay Japanese concerns as to the future. 

One of their principal fears is that our se- 
curity forces, who will garrison a defenseless 
Japan under the mutual security pact, will con- 
stitute a “second occupation,” with all that 
means in terms of personal privilege. The only 
way to overcome that feeling is to eliminate 
privilege and make the Army as unobtrusive as

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Two Policies on Chiang? 

Not long ago on this page we asked the ques- 

tion, “Just what is going on in Burma?” The 
Communists had been charging that the United 
States was aiding military activity in Burma by 
Chinese Nationalist troops. While it was easy to 
disbelieve Soviet propaganda, it was not so easy 
to dismiss reports from Burma indicating there 
might be something to the charge. 
’ Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phillips, Post-Dispatch 
military analyst, now reports from Washington, 
on “unimpeachable” authority, that “arms made 
surplus by new American equipment delivered 
to Formosa have been sent to the Chinese troops 
in Burma through Thailand.” It is apparent, 
Gen. Phillips says, that “such shipments could 
not be made without the knowledge, and pos- 
sibly the connivance, of the United States mis- 
sion to Nationalist China and the United States 
authorities in Thailand.” 

This information goes directly counter to the 
many heated denials by United States officials 
of American aid or sympathy. for the Chinese 
Nationalists in Burma. Yet the reports about 
Burma are so persistent that one must ask 
whether the United States has two policies on 
aid to Chiang Kai-shek—a public policy, under 
which aid jis supposed to be limited to the neu- 
tralization of Formosa, and a secret policy, under 
which aid is extended also, directly or indirect- 
ly, to Chiang’s followers on the Asiatic mainland. 

The question involves much more than wheth- 
er we are blunderingly giving the Chinese Com- 
munists a pretext for attack on Burma. It in- 
volves the basic integrity of American policy 
itself. 

Is American policy what our officials say it 
is—namely, to avoid further military entangle- 
ment in Asia—or is it something else? 

Who is making American policy—the respon- 
sible officials in Washington, or private adven- 
turers and political interests which would com- 
mit this country to an indissoluble marriage witn 
Chiang Kai-shek? 

The public is entitled to more light on these 
questions than it is currently getting. 
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What Outrage? 

Senator Mundt is the latest Republican to give 
the back-of-the-hand treatment to Newbold Mor- 
ris. Mr. Morris has not even begun his investiga- 
tion of federal corruption, but the South Dakota 
Senator says it would be an “outrage” to give 
him all the power he needs to do his job. 

Senator Mundt’s violent protest concerns the 
authority to grant witnesses immunity from 
prosecution. President Truman asked Congress 
to give Morris this power. Undoubtedly it would 
mean a large grant of authority, but it is cer- 
tainly not \an outrage. Nobody has shown that 
Morris, a Republican himself and a man of in- 
tegrity, wo misuse the power. 

Moreover, authority to grant immunity from 
prosecution is a necessary weapon for a prosecu- 
tor or investigator faced with a tough job. It is 
a way to get witnesses to talk. A witness may not 
talk if he knows he can be prosecuted for what 
he says. And in the corruption matter, there 
has been far too little talking so far. 

Obviously this granting of immunity is not an 
ideal way to get evidence. But it is a practical 
way. Prosecutors have used it time and again to 
get testimony from small fry so major offenders 
could be sent to jail. And the greater the mys- 
tery which an investigator faces, the more he 
may need to use this authority. 

Newbold Morris faces not only a major mys- 
tery in the corruption question but also a thank- 
less task. First he was attacked for his political 
record. Now there is opposition te giving him 
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Daniel G. Church and 


enough latitude to make his work something 

Yet all the prejudgment and cries of outrage 
corruption investigated. If they do, the best way 
to prove it is to support Morris's inquiry—and 
then to judge the results. 


Fresh Bait for the Germans | 

Russia has switched tactics in its campaign to 
prevent German integration with the West. The 
Kremlin’s first bait was reunification of the di- 
vided Reich as a preliminary to a peace treaty. 
Now a treaty is being offered as a preliminary 
to reunification. 

The new offer came in a note from the Com- 


munist East German Government to the Big. 


Four—the Soviet Union, Great Britain, France 
and the United States—calling for a treaty con- 
ference. The note indicated Russian approval; 


and a copy sent to Bonn asked for West Ger- 


man support. 

The switch in tactics puts new emphasis on 
the possibility of a separate peace between Rus- 
sia and East,.Germany. If the Western govern- 
ments now reject a four-power pact for the 
whole Reich, the Kremlin could offer a separate 
pact with some show of logic. And it might also 
ask Bonn to join in such a treaty. 

That the West Germans should actually de- 
sert to the Russian camp is a far-fetched notion. 
But that they should use the Russian overtures 
to strengthen their bargaining position is a very 
real possibility. This is shown by the demands 


already made for German participation in the. 


defense of the West. 

Allied diplomats who have called Chancellor 
Adenauer to London will have to use great cir- 
cumspection. They wili have to face the fact 
that unificatidn and a peace treaty have great 
political appeal to almost all Germans. Many 
Germans would prefer a reunited Reich even if 
it is denied an army. They feel that Russia would 
respect German neutrality to keep Germany out 
of the Western camp. Many West Germans are 
at least ready to take a chance for the sake of 
regaining property in East Germany and of re- 
establishing the once prosperous business rela- 
tions between the two sections of the country. 

These Germans may be as wrong as wrong 
can be. But unless they are convinced of this, 
they will be hard to handle. It is already clear 
how much pressure they can exert on even so 
pro-West a regime as Adenauer’s. They are in- 
trigued by the Communist offers; and it is up 
to the Allies to counteract those offers. 

Such bidding for German support may seem 


undignified on the part of nations which in- 


sisted on Germany’s unconditional surrender. 
But if Germany is as important as the United 
States bélieves it to be, then it is a little late to 
be thinking of such relatively minor considera- 
tions. Our own diplomacy has helped to strength- 
en the German position, and we must now look 
at it through open eyes. 
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A Racket in Public Lands 


A “metal-mining claims” racket which is be- 
ing operated on pubiic lands throughout the 
West offers some enterprising member of Con- 
gress a fine opportunity for service in stamping 
it out. - 

Under the mining laws of 1872, anyone can 
file a lode claim up to 20 acres or a placer 
claim up to 160 on public land, and control the 
surface as well’ as what is underneath. Some 
1,800,000 acres of public lands bearing more 
than $55,000,000 worth of timber have thus been 
tied up by individuals, the Forest Service esti- 
mates, 

The same agency estimates that about 86 per 
cent of these claims are not filed for legitimate 
mining purposes. Often these fake claims ob- 
struct access to public timberlands that are not 
tied up by similar claims, and the Government 
loses the revenue from these stands of timber. 
In California alone $36,000,000 worth of public 
timber has been rendered useless in this manner. 

Congress has neglected for years to do any- 
thing about this misuse of public lands. It has 
ignored simple amendments by which the Com- 
mission on Organization of the Executive Branch 
of the Government proposed to effect a remedy. 

Opposition to the reform might be strong, but 
we cannot help feeling that a Representative or 
Senator who repeatedly called attention to this 
matter could get results. It is too indefensible a 
practice to stand up under pitiless exposure. Who 
on Capitol Hill will make himself the champion 
of this reform? 
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It Takes Two to Make a Bribe 


The sentencing of a Kansas City business man 
for bribing a Government employe is a reassur- 
ing note for citizens troubled about the defec- 
tions of their public servants. George M. Morris, 
president of a grain storage company, was fined 
$500 and placed on probation for six months for 
having given $290 to an administrative assistant 
in the Production and Marketing Administration 
office, Stephen G. Benit Jr. 

For every Government employe who accepts 
favors from someone who wants to exploit the 
office he occupies, there is a person outside 
Government who makes the improper offer, as 
we have pointed out repeatedly. The two are 
equally culpable, and it is therefore a fine exam- 
ple of even-handed justice that Morris received 
exactly the same punishment as Benit. 


Such object lessons should serve to deter 
those who are tempted to tempt public servants 
to be derelict to their duty. After all, Murray 
and Henry Garsson, the munitions makers who 
bribed Representative Andrew Jackson May of 
Kentucky, received the same punishment he did 
—eight months to two years in prison. It will be 
a very healthy thing when word gets around 
that it is not a healthy thing to buy favors from 
public servants. 
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Agreeing to Disagree 

In theory most military men will concede it 
would be a good thing if a standard rifle were 
adopted for North Atlantic Treaty forces. For 
this one decision would greatly simplify the 
problems of rifle procurement and supply. 

But when it comes to translating that theory 
into practice, the generals run into difficulties. 
We think our M-1 is best. The British point to

The Weather Thirty Days Ahead

For third year, U.S. Weather Bureau is issuing twice-monthly 
long-range “outlooks” predicting weather trends 30 days in ad- 
vance; bureau studies weather two to six miles high and thousands 
of miles away; even recent California storms were predictable. 


From the Bulletin of the National Geographic Society \ 


High in the upper atmosphere are signs 
of storms yet unborn—of distant cold 
spells, rain-laden winds and blanketing 
snows. The weatherman is learning how 
to read these signs and to warn of bad 
weather a month before it strikes. 

For the third successive year in 1952, 
the United States Weather Bureau, under 
its chief, Dr. Francis W. Reichelderfer, will 
issue twice-monthly “outlooks” predicting

eather Bureau is- . Reichel 
sued its outlook for Dry, Ratchonaertee 
January. It predicted below-normal tem- 
peratures and heavy precipitation west of 
the Continental Divide. A map showed 
two possible storm tracks converging from 
the far Pacific over California. Since then, 
repeated deluges in the West have more 
than borne out the forecast. 

Modern long-range forecasting is based 
upon the theory that weather in any giv- 
en area may be determined by far-off 
events, through constant movement of the 
restless layer of air that blankets the turn- 
ing earth. In the middle latitudes of the 
Northern hemisphere, for example, there 
is a relentless flow of air from west to 
east. Waves in this giant river in the 
sky undulate north and south. 


Two to six miles above the earth are 
the pathways where weather moves and is 
made. To foretell the unfolding seasons 
and their vagaries over the United States, 
weathermen now chart condition of the 
atmosphere over the entire Northern 
hemisphere, high into the stratosphere. 


Pilot balloofis are tracked by radar or 
visual instruments to heights of 30,000 
feet or more. Radiosondes, carrying tiny 
automatic radio transmitters, broadcast 
back readings of temperature, humidity 
and atmospheric pressure changes. 

Reports come in daily from weather sta- 
tions in Alaska and Greenland, Europe and 


* Africa, from ships at sea and planes fly- 


jing over the North Pole, even from Rus- 
sian weathermen in the heart of Siberia. 
Under the world-wide co-operation of the 
International Meteorological Organization, 
weather information is one of the few 
things not yet cut off by the Iron Curtain. 


In the centuries since men first turned 
to the moon and stars for signs of coming 
weather, there have been many scientific 
and not-so-scientific approaches to the 
goal of accurate forecasting a month, a 
season or even a year ahead. : 

“Woolly bear” caterpillars, aching corns 
and the breast-bones of geese have been 
consulted. Lifetimes have been spent 
studying possible cycles of heat and cold, 
rain and drouth. Volcanic eruptions and 
sunspots have been suggested as major 
causes of weather. 

In 1935, a small group of scientists at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology be- 
gan a study of all known techniques of 
long-range forecasting, and of the relation- 
ships of weather patterns over entire con- 
tinents and seas. 

In 1941 the Weather Bureau, one of the 


‘sponsors of the study, established an Ex- 


tended Forecast Section and began pub- 
lishing five-day weather predictions. As 
theories and techniques were developed fur- 
ther, these forecasts achieved better than 
80 per cent accuracy. 

Experimental 30-day forecasts were also 
prepared. They were widely used by the 
armed forces during World War II. In 


1945, they were offered to a few weather-, 


sensitive private companies. Three years 
later, the monthly outlooks were put on 
public sale, and early in 1950, the first 
summaries were issued to newspapers. 

Better knowledge of the moods of weath- 
er may one day lead to seasonal, yearly, 
and perhaps even forecasts a decade ahead, 
the weather scientists believe. 


Lincoln and the Right of Habeas Corpus 


Eduard C. Lindeman of the Columbia University Faculty in the 
Bulletin of the American Civil Liberties Union 


At a recent forum meeting in a univer- 
sity city I had taken the position that one 
might be sympathtic with the foreign 
policies of the United States, particularly 
as related to the struggle against Com- 
munist expansion, and at the same time 
remain sharply critical of those domestic 
policies which constitute a threat to our 
civil liberties. 

I was thereupon asked the question 
which has obtruded in several public gath- 
erings recently, namely, “Is it not sound 
policy to curtail certain liberties at a time 
of crisis and then restore these as soon 
as the danger is past? Isn’t this precisely 
what President Lincoln did when he. sus- 
pended the right of habeas corpus during 
the Civil War?” 

It is of course true that President Lin- 
coln suspended the writ of habeas corpus 
in a series of proclamations beginning in 
1861 and ending in 1864. 

In each instance there existed an overt 
act of/rebellion. The danger which faced 
the nation was not imaginary, not a mere 
threat.\Persons opposed to the North were 
actually involved in rebellious acts. Both 
the Pe and Baltimore & Ohio 
railroads had been destroyed in Baltimore.

FATHER LORD SAYS 


Rates Automobile as Greatest 
Cause for Shunning 
of Books.

The Rev. Daniel A. Lord, S.J., 
noted Catholic author, lecturer, 
and youth leader, this week came 
up with a new and alarming dis- 
covery in the field of his favorite 
hobby—reading. 

Asked “What are the youths of 
today reading?” the Jesuit priest 
replied, “Very little.” 

“T’ve been told that high school 


and'college students are not read- 
ing more than one book a year, 


little time to devote to a book. 
Those who do find time to read 
are wasting their time with quar- 
ter novels.” 

Father Lord said that the great- 
}est cause for lack of reading is 
the automobile. Asked if he rated 
that higher than radio and tele- 
vision, he said “definitely, One 
just can’t read in an automobile, 
I've tried it. I wouldn’t own an 
auto ile for that reason. I 
spend at least two hours a day 
reading on streetcars. 

“Another reason youths don’t 
bother with books is that most 
| books are too big. They. pick up 
a book, read 15 or 20 pages, take 
a gander at the number of pages, 
then pitch it aside.” 

He was asked if youths read 
many comic books. “No, I believe 
parents read them more than the 
kids,” he replied. “The Army and 
Navy have taken over in this 
field, they are the greatest pro- 
moters of comic books.” 

Father Lord said he was afraid 
Catholics “are going off in a cor- 
ner by themselves. We have 
taken over one small section of 
life and left a big section for our 
enemies and aliens. Instead of 
shutting ourselves off from the 
rest of the world, we should use 
the ‘comona my house’ attitude.” 

Father Lord was interviewed 
after he had spoken at a confer- 
ence on Catholic literature.
